Portland. Me., presided and more than 
450 delegates from all parts of the 
United States were present.

England, 


Greece and other countries also were 
on hand. 


Prior to the opening o£ the conven- 


tion proper, the loyal temperance leg- 
ion assembled in the chapel of Center 
church for an hour 
of prayer. 
A 


meeting of this character will be held 
each morning before the convention 
opens. 


The executive committee, which had 


been having busy sessions for two 
days, made public that part of Its busi- 
ness which it believed should be an- 
nounced. 
This was followed by the 


appointment of certain committees 
and the confirming of some of the 
standing bodies. 


The feature of the morning session 


was the address of president. Mrs. 
Stevens, who has been at tho head 
tit the organization, since the death 
in 1898 of the founder, Miss Frances 
Wlllard. 


.President Stevens' .Address.

Painting Taken from Cincinnati Gallarv. 


'CMRL 


New York, Oct. 26.—Clews to the 


theft of valuable paintings, both from 
American and European galleries, are 
traced by the police in the arrest of 
a young Englishman in this city. 


He was negotiating for the sale of a 


small canvas by Meyer von Bremen 
which, on October 6, was cut from its 
frame In the 
art museum in Eden 


Park, Cincinnati. The 
capture of 


Clarendon Henri, for that is the name 
the man gave, is considered of inter- 
national importance. He talked glibly 
of men and incidents connected with 
the 
spiriting away of the famous 


"Duchess of Devonshire" painting of 
Gainsborough, and of the means used 
in disposing of canvases of uncertain 
ownership. 


If he is not associated with an "art 


syndicate" which is said to be about 
to dispose of a collection of stolen 
paintings, he seems at least to have an 
intimate knowledge of its methods. 
Much interest is also shown by the 
director of 
the St. Louis museum, 


where two prized paintings. Including 
another Meyer von Bremen, were cut 
from 
their frames and stolen 
last 


week. 


Henri went at 5 o'clock last Satur- 


day afternoon to the gallery of Her- 
mann Schaus, at No. 415 Fifth avenue, 
and presented an engraved card set- 
ting forth his name and the fact that 
he dealt In antiques and paintings. He 
was typically English in appearance. 
His suit, was of tweed, and he wore 
pearl gray spats and an aggressively 
correct derby hat. He Is only twenty- 
two years old, according to his own 
calendar, but he had the look of one 
who had had varied experiences. The 
man carried 
a small 
package from 


which he took two pictures. The first 
was a study of a monk and of no strik- 


ing merit. The second was a patch of 
canvas Sx4 inches, 
which 
he had 


placed between glass in a frame. The 
bit of canvas had every appearance of 
having been 
recently 
cut 
from a 


stretcher. It is called "The Knitting 
Girl," representing a German maiden 
in peasant costume busily piling her 
needles. It was signed by Meyer von 
Bremen and dated 1851. 


Mr. Schaus at once recognized it as 


a genuine work and he also recalled 
that such a picture had been stolen 
from the Cincinnati institution. Henri 
said that he had offered the picture 
to several dealers and that one had 
made a bid of $250. which he did. not 
consider enough. He put the price of 
$275 upon it. The picture, according 
to the valuation of 
Mr. Schaus, is 


worth $750. 
Mr. Schaus told Henri 


that If the canvas were left with him 
until Monday morning he would give a 
decision upon it. Henri said he had 
bought the picture from Christy, of 
London, and agreed to leave it with 
Mr. Schaus. He gave his address as 
the Hoffman house. 


Mr. Schaus, after Henri left, tele- 


phoned to police headquarters and al- 
so sent a telegram to the police of 
Cincinnati. 
Detective Sergeant Wil- 


liam P. Judge was assigned to the 
case and found that Henri was stay- 
ing at the Hoffman house, but that he 
wns there little of the time. The de- 
tective sergeant went to Mr. Schaus' 
establishment at 10 o'clock Monday 
morning and waited until Henri ar- 
rived. 
Mr. Schaus introduced Judge 


as a connoisseur. 


In the conversation that followed 


Henri changed his story of the way 
in which he had acquired the painting. 
He said that he had bought It of deal- 
er in Berlin.

clearly the intention of the cabinet to 
ask parliament for special legislation 
to meet the situation. The nature of 
the measures contemplated, however, 
will not be disclosed, although it is 
announced that they have been agreed 
upon.

the council of 


state, alter consideration of the ques- 
tion of what constitutes a local asso- 
ciation, under tho law, is prepared to 
render';' -lecision thai only associa- 
tions formed with the consent of the 
former church wardens and parish 
priests are' legally entitled to take 
over church properly, those formed 
by outsiders bavins no previous con- 
nection with the church wardens or 
parish priests being irregular. 


ff this proved to be correct the de- 


cision will give an impetus to schism, 
as 'of all lite associations thus far 
constituted but two have the concur- 
rence of both the parish priests and 
church wardens and Ihese have been 
formally interdicted by the bishops.

PICKED UP AT SEA 


FACED HORRIBLE DEATH ON A 


FRAIL RAFT 


Buffering From Hunger and Thirst, 


See Companion Driven Mad 


Leap Into Sea. 


Norfolk, Va., Oct. 26.—Counting the 


minutes, which seemed to them to he 
but few, intervening between 
them 


and death: bruised, bleeding, hunger- 
ing and athirst, five men adrift on a 
bit of wreckage off the Florida coast 
saw one of their companions whose 
Bufferings had driven him mad thVow 
himself into the sea to death, and not 
long afterward a ship saved 
their 


lives.

yesterday by the

Storm Hits Houseboat. 


They, with about 145 others, were 


constructing a concrete viaduct for

Goast. Railway 


through the Florida Keys, and were 
aboard houseboat No. 4, which lay an- 
chored off the coast on the night of 
Oct. 17. The hurricane which swept 
over the coast struck the houseboat 
about 1 o'clock on the morning of 
Oct. 18 and No. 4 broke adrift. 
The 


vessel soon afterward foundered and 
all of the 160 men aboard were thrown 
into the sea.

to pieces by tlie waves.

thought they were about to die. 


Three days later Captain Grieves, 


standing upon the bridge of his ship, 
heart! cries for help and discovered 
the raft. He launched a life boat and 
brought the perishing men aboard, 
where they were given light food and 
put to bed. 


The survivors are being cared for 


tit the Norfolk City Mission until the 
company for which they worked, or 
their relatives, can be heard from.
